and . A, f his 
fatherly care, and watchful providence, over 
us |—But, as in every other work of his crea- 
tion, (univerſally Id by his almi hand, 
and influence) 12 er d 0 b bh 
the courſe, and order, of things, that one part, 
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or movement, uniformly depends upon that of 
another, towards a due regulation of the whole 

machine; —ſo, is it, in regard to Man more 
particularly who, on his original formation, 
pronounced, by his Maker, to be a ſocial creature, 
and that .it was not good for him to be alone,. — 
muſt, in a great variety of inſtances, know his 
welfare, to be ſubordinate, to a ſuitable com- 
munication, of offices and ſervices, from others; 
which are, reciprocally due; and more, or 
Jeſs, to be mutually expected For, in what- 
ever character of life we are, or conſider our- 
ſelves, we ſtand in hourly need of aſſiſtance, 
from without us; ſuch, as is expedient, if not 
eſſential, to the eaſe, and comfort, of our earthly 
ilgrimage; and without which, even in our 
eſtate, we ſhould be but miſerable.— Ab- 
ſtracted from ſuch help, the animal world, 
would have greatly the advantage, over the ra- 
tional one. Brutes, having, in the circle ap- 
pointed for them to act in, Tuo ends, only, to 
purſue Both which, they are directed to, and 
enough enabled to fulfil, by an inherent, as well 
as effectual knowledge They toil not, neither 
« do they ſpin,” for raiment, dwelling, or any 
other 22 emolument — The full, and 
innocent, ification of all their wants, is be- 
fore them |—And, even in extraordinary caſes,

where phyſick may 8 neceſſary for them, every 
field affords their medicine; and Inſtinct is their 
phy ſician.— The lot and portion of our in- 
{© heritance,” is very different. From our pe- 
culiar mechaniſm, and conſtitution, (to extend 
the compariſon no farther) we are ſubject to in- 
numerable changes, and chances, in point 
of health, eſpecially ! So fearfully and won- 
&« derfully made, that even an hour's continu- 
ance in life, is a conſtant miracle |—But, hap- 
pily for us, as free - agents, and ſocial beings, we 
are, in ſome meaſure, capacitated, to aſſiſt, and 
alleviate, each, his brother's infarmities And 
though we have no abſolute power, over our 
own lives, or thoſe of others, as to the mainte- 
nance, prolongation, or deſtruction, of them, 
which is, intirely, under God's direction,. —yet, 
are we moved, and inſtructed, upon experimental 
knowledge, and from the ordinary principles of 
humanity, to make them, as eaſy, or tolerable, 
to us, as poſſible.— Admitting this, which, 
ſurely, is truth, and obvious to every under- 
ſtanding ;—how does the duty Niſe, in propor- 
tion to our reflection, that we are vrofeſt Chriſ- 
tians — Born, and educated, as ſuch ; and, of 
conſequence, equally, and without reſpect of 
&« perſons,” the © ſons of adoption! - whoſe 
common © Father, and moſt gracious Re- 
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warder * is in heaven and who has made je 
the indiſpenſable condition of our future union 
with him, that under the veil, and weakneſs, 
<« of theſe our fleſhly tabernacles, we ſhould be 
&« Jike Bim — 80 far forth, as we are capable of 
being ſo, in an imitation of his more darlin 
attributes !—The principal of which, muſt be 
Love |—Exemplified, in infinite inftances, of his 
pity, towards us, from the creation, to the re- 
demption, of mankind !—Hence it is, that, we 
are, ſo often, and ſo very pathetically, admo- 
niſhed, to be 5 E ** is merciful ! 
That is, to embrace every occaſion, —to be wil- 
fully remiſs, or wanting on 10 one, that

and without flattery to the known characteriſtick

law, naturally written in our hearts, as from 
the operations of Divine grace, —to contribute 
towards the advancement of this great leſſon 
of our moſt holy religion Schools, and ho- 
ſpitals, of almoſt every kind, and denomination, 
have been legally eſtabliſhed, and abundantly 
endowed, in theſe kingdoms, from the dawning 
of the Refarmation, to this day, in larger pro- 
portion, and with more probable views, of pro- 
moting the trus purpoſes of Chriſtianity, than 
for ſome centuries before | (whatever Romaniſt 
gainſayers, may, raſhly, or vainly, object, upon 
this ſubject, in contradiction to the cleareſt evi- 
dence Much the greater, and moſt munifi- 
cent, examples, of the fort, within this opulent 
metropolis, at leaſt, are of later foundations |— 
The more recent, and every way, worthy, ob- 
jects, of a more faſhionable piety, - the found- 
ling, — the orpbuan, even the penitent harlot, — 
have, each, their proper aſylum Nor do we, 
either envy, or repine at, the ſeveral encourage - 
ments, which they have ſo amply received, from 
the favour of publick, or private, benefactors. 
Be it allowed, only, that the ſcheme before us, 
bas its proper, and peculiar merit, fufficient to 
juſtify its title to a joint countenance, and ap- 
probation, of it, as a work and labour, of 


* equal love; —and we aſk no more. That 
N it 
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t deſerves ſuch diſtinction, I am, in the method 
of my diſcourſe to prove ;—or rather, in a cur- 
ſory manner, to ob/erve ;—as ſo ſelf-evident a 
propoſition, needs no demonſtration.— In ſpeak- 
ing to which, I ſhall purpoſely ſuperſede all 
mention of one great point, ſtrictly and impar- 
tially regarded, in the conduct of this charity. 
that, our doors, are, ever open, to each diſ- 


treſsful object of it, already infected; who can 


find humanity enough, only, from ſome timely- 
aſſiſting hand, to convey, and enter, them, into 
this Betheſaa / Becauſe, this is a fact, univer- 
ſally acknowledged, and alike applauded by all 
who know it — Whereas, a ſecond, no leſs me- 
ritorious branch of our inſtitution, has not been 
ſo altogether happy, as to eſcape © the friſe of 
pens, and tongues,” in oppoſition to it. 
Vet, even here, my zeal, in favour of this 


cauſe, might fairly reſt; on a firm perſuaſion, 


that every ſpecious, candid, argument; ind 
much more every ſerious one, againſt inoculation, 
has been, long fince anſwered, —agreeably, at 
leaſt, to the ſtate and light, in which ſuch argu- 
ments have appeared, to abler advocates. But, 
with all due deference, be it ſaid, — one pri- 


mary, and moſt popular error, ſeems to have 


been, ſomewhat too haſtily, and inconſiderately, 
admitted, as if-carrying a weight with it, which, 
in

ry labour of reaſoni might have been 

—_ L reſpect tothe * Preſumption, with 
which this practice is too commonly charged, 
had it been lp conſidered, as nothing more, 
or other, than what it, merely, is,—a begging 
of the queſtion. —Por, it by no means follows, 
unleſs from a very uncharitable ſuppoſition, if 
not a generally falſe one, that becauſe we uſe a 
ſecondary method, pointed out to us, to pro- 
mote our health, our fortunes, or any other ad- 
vantage, in this world, that in ſuch caſe, there- 
fore, we muſt, and bo abſolutely renounce, or 
diſregard, God: s Providence, and ſuperintenden- 
cy, over us, as wholly truſting in that method, to 
obtain our end; abſtracted: from any influence 
or ſanction, of his bleſſing upon it No; 
© the lot is caſt into the lap; but the whole 
« diſpoſal, (or judgment; of it, is of the Lord. 
And they muſt be truly Fools, in the Scripture 
ſenſe of this reproachſul name, who can think 
or believe otherwiſe. We read, indeed, of one 
-king of Iſrael, who ſeems to have been thus ri- 
diculouſly wicked, and his puniſhment was ade- 
quate to his crime, God ſmote him,” ſays. 
the text, „ becauſe he turned unto the phyſici- 
ans, and not unto the Lord This jv hf 


our, from a prince of exemplary piety, as Afa is 
C deſcrived 
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deſcribed to have been, is a ſingle (7 WAY of 
its kind; ;—recorded, indeed, in Holy Writ, and 


therefore requiring a greater attention to it z— 
yet, an inſtance, perhaps, not to be too rigidly 
underſtood, or too haſtily acquieſced in; becau 


imputable, re to dotage, only, or mere 


incogitancy |—but which, if Perverſely aſcribed 
to him, in the worſt conſtruction, and with all 
the aggravation, the fact will bear; — proves no 
more, than what is univerſally agreed; namely, 
that Preſumption, is a Sin, of the deepeſt die |— 
and to be very carefully guarded againſt, © that, 
* it get not, the dominion, over us] —yet, 
will the practice of Inoculation, ſtand unim- 
peached, as unaffected by it, till the charge is 
ſupported ; by more general teſtimonies, than 
hiſtory, or experience, have, hitherto, been able 
to furniſh us with! A poſitive denial of its truth, 
is a ſufficient anſwer, to a poſitive affirmation of 
it. —And in the mean while, a caution againſt 
the guilt of it, is, only, not unneceſſary, as the 
fear of incurring it, is hardly to be apprehended, 
from any rational creature, capable of under- 
ſtanding it | 
This Objection, tranſiently obſerved, I am 
tempted, in the ſame curſory manner, to men- 
tion a ſecond ; which, however formidable, the

lo incteaſe the Infection, —to extend the 
Deadly venom, of a Plague, which many might 
have eſcaped, had they not been expoſed to it, 
by an officious, ill- timed, intruſion of it into 
their nearer neighbourhood, carries with it, to 
our firſt, ſudden, thought, an imputation, of 
great, and premeditated Cruelty l But, be it 
remembered, that this miſchief does not, natu- 
rally, or neceffarily, ariſe, from the uſage of 
Inoculation, but from the careleſſneſs, and ar- 
bitrary irregularity, of too many unthinking 
Private perſons, concerned in the conduct, and 
Indiſcreet execution of it-!—whoſe ©© bowels of 
% mercy, yearn” only 'for the advancement of 
their own, or their friends, narrow, ſelfiſh, in- 
tereſt not ſolicitous, or generous enough, to 
enlarge their minds, to any care, or tenderneſs, 
for the community Hence, it may, too un- 
happily have fallen out, (there being no eſta- 
bliſhed law, as yet, ordained, to prevent it) 
that, the allegation, may be, in ſome meaſure, 
true That the Peſtilence has, poſſibly, 
been diffuſed, and made too frequent rock, 
where it never might have reached; had it not 
been introduced, by negligence, or indifference ; 
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6 
and where the leaſt degree. of Neflection might 
have ſerved, to correct, if not totally to have 
prevented the Contagion |—Let the Sin 
te be laid, where only it is juſtly imputable, 
« at their door, if Thoſe. there are, who 
have been the inconſiderate authors of ſuch Ca- 
lamity Aware of the Objection, it has been 
ever the wiſh, - the ſcheme, and purpoſe, of this 
ſociety, —to obviate it, to the utmoſt of their 
power; —and fo far forth, as they have been 
enabled to do ſo, and, the nature, and circum- 
ſtances of the caſe, would admit of it, no en- 
deavours, of any kind, were, Originally wanting, 
or have been ſince Neglected, — ſo to ſituate our 
Lazarett, as, if poſſible, to have had, and 
nurſed our Lepers, altogether . wirhout the 


camp; — But this being found impracticable, 


their next great care, has been, ſo to Direct and 
Regulate it, - that as far as human foreſight may 
avail, to the prevention of it, - the Clean” may 
not be endangered, by an infection from ** the 
« Unclean,” on the account of any unguarded 
ill conſequence, of our common pity,—our view, 
and hope, under God's more immediate bleſſing, 
and protection, topreſerve the lives of Thouſands 
To this, and other good ends, it is owing, that, 
the foundation, of a New Additional, Improve- 
ment, has been happily laid; and a Superſtrue- 


ture 
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ture raiſed, in proportion to our abilities; which 
awaits its furtherance, from the expected favour, 
of the ſame All-graciousBeing, which has, hither- 
to, fo viſibly attended us ;—and- will, I truſt, 
through the operation of his grace, continue to 

„and warm the hearts of every zealous 
friend, to this inſtitution, towards a ſpeedy com- 
pletion, of all that may be judged wanting, to 
render it, a Perfect pattern, of its kind | 

There occurs only a third Cavil for me to re- 
mark; and this, in regard to the practice of 
Inoculation, in general ;—and the rather, as it 
is a Recent one; much exaggerated, if not de- 
ſignedly miſrepreſented; and briefly, this |— 
that, “ on a computation made of the ſeveral Pa- 
<« tients, in this way, throughout England; — 
% more examples, of miſcarriage, have happened, 
« within few years paſt, than in many before!” — 
Now, rated” jj this to be true, which is by no 
means clear,—is it an event to be greatly won- 
dered at, when this practice is become almoſt 
univerſal ? Is there to be found a town, or even 
a village, of any note, where it has not pre- 
vailed? And are there not numberleſs Empiricks, 
in each of them, without education, without 
the ſhadow of knowledge, who have, at all 
hazards, without diſtinction of ſex, or age, or 
ſeaſon, or conſtitution, even in times, of Epi- 
5 demick, 


„ 
demick; putrid, fevers, (which was the known 
unhappy ſtate of One of the Two laſt preceding 
years) indiſcriminately admitted every patient 
offered to them |—Regardleſs, even of thoſe Pre- 
cautions, which, though Ordinary ſenſe wight 
ſerve to ſuggeſt, as right, or neceſſary, yet is 
there a ſtrength and happineſs of judgment, as 
well as a proportionate degree of ſkill, abſo- 
lutely requifite towards a due and ſucceſsful uſe 
of them.—Such miſcarriages, therefore, had they 
really fallen out, might be well, and reaſona- 
bly, accounted for ; as, wholly chargeable, to 
the raſhneſs, and hardineſs, of theſe all- enter- 
prizing ignorants For though ſome of the 
Firſt practitioners, in this way, as originally ex- 
erciſing it, in the Eaſt, come not recommended 
to us under the higheſt characters for learning, 
or underſtanding, certain it is, that, the ſuc- 
ceſs of it, has improved, almoſt to an infallibi- 
lity, ſince its principles have been duly canvaſ- 
ſed, and effectually eſtabliſhed on the maxims 
of true phyſical philoſophy From whence, it 
follows, by obvious inference, that Phyſicians 
only, or ſuch, who juſtly. deſerve that title, 
ſhould be permitted to be the directors of it 
In the mean while, let thoſe, who may have 
been unwarily miſled, into a belief of this laſt- 
mentioned Cavil, as a truth, take the proper 
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pains, to inform, and ſet themſelyes right, in 
this point, and they will find but very few in- 
ſtances, of the many reported, —wantonly in- 
vented, - not to ſay maliciouſly propagated, — 
by its chiefeſt enemies, Prejudice, and Superſti- 
tion, but what will appear to have been falſe and 
groundleſs.|— . | 
There remains one thing more to be barely 
intimated under this head |—That,. admitting a 
Suppoſition, Ingenious, at leaſt, —but whether 
True, or Falſe, beſide my immediate province, 
(as the proper ſubje& of another profeſſion) to, 
diſcuſs, —namely, that, there are ſuch peculiar, 
latent, ſeeds, of this particular diſtemper, natu- 
rally inherent, in our ſeveral conſtitutions, - the 
Fatality of which, we have, on fad experience, 
too juſt reaſons, to be ſuſpicious of; which 
owe their deadly maturity, to ſome occaſional, 
caſual, riſe, and ſecret, in our frame, and tex- 
ture; and which, therefore, may not be the 
portion, of every individual ſon of Adam, to 
undergo the trial of, —/an hypotheſis, which I 
am neither anxious, nor qualified to defend),—. 
To correct, or to prevent the baleful fruit, from 
ripening, to our deſtruction, ſo far as may be 
poſſible for us, to Preſcribe, or to Procure, an 
Antidote, againſt it, muſt, ſurely, be confeſt, 
to be matter of Prudence at leaſt, — not, to ſay, 
an. 
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an Obligation upon us. And the more ſo, as, 
in ſupport of the probability of this notion, it 
has been found, on the moſt minute, and curi- 
ous calculations, repeatedly made, that hardly 
five, in an Hundred, Born, and arriving to what 
may be called a degree of Old Age, eſcape 
an infection, from this malady ! — That, of 
theſe ſo infected, in the natural way, one, in 
five, or ſix; or two in eleven, are obſerved, to 
dic of it Whereas, of Patients Tnoeulated, the 
number of thoſe who have failed under it, com- 
pared with that of thoſe, who have recovered, 
has not been ſo great, as Four to a Thouſand |— 
A Drop of water, to the Ocean And to our 
own records, chiefly, am I, in duty, and rea- 
ſon, bound, to appeal, on this occaſion Not, 
that, if this remark required .any ſupport, it 
might not be ſtrengthened by collateral evidence, 
of no leſs amazing ſueceſs, from other populous 
places, in theſe kingdoms [— 3 | 

Upon the whole, the credit of | Inooulation, 
(all peeviſſ or perverſe difputations, apart) un- 
der the ſanction of Divine Providence, muſt 
ſtand, and depend, upon a more or leſs general 
perſuafion, of its Expediency |—< If it be of 
God,“ as, we truſt, it is ſo, maugre all con- 
tradiction, it will prevail and proſper land we 
may therefore, with greater confidence hope for 
the 
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the Perpetual ©* Dew of his bleſſing upon it |— 
Was it of Man only—the Benefits ariſing from 
this practice, Hitherto experienced, will approve 
its merit and ſerve to Countenance the Appli- 
cation; which I have now to make, and to con- 
clude with. 

And here, I have, firſt, to beſpeak, and to 
addreſs, our general praiſe, and thankſgiving, to 
the gracious '* Author of every good word and 
work in us,” that he has been pleaſed, .** to. 
put ſuch a thing into our hearts, as under 
the influence of his providence, to be made In- 
ſtrumental, at once, to the advancement: of his 
Glory, and the Service of our Poorer Brethren | 


by Co-operating with him, (if I may be indulged 


the expreſſion,) in the Effectual promotion of 


both theſe ends |—And;, if Our gratitude, in 
this reſpect, and for this reaſon, be a Duty, in us, 
what muſt Theirs be, who have been the Actual 
and more Immediate objects of this charity !— 
Many, poſſibly, in this aſſembly, owing not 
only their Preſervation, in life, but even their 
Proſperity, to it Whoſe fortunes, and ſucceſs, 
in it, might not otherwife have been obtained, 
with ſo much eaſe, and readineſs, had they 
been debarred, or affrightned, from a Due and 
Regular purſuit, of the buſineſs, of their ſeveral 
callings, either, from their own, or their friends

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apprehenſion, (for them,) of incurring the dan- 
ger, of ſo Precarious a diſtemper; in conſequence 
of a diligent, and neceſſary attendance, upon 
each reſpective branch, of publick trade, or 
commerce, which could not but expoſe them 


to ſuch hazard Nor may it be a Conſidera- 
tion, altogether unbecoming the ſeriouſneſs of 
my ſubject, that even thoſe Characters, which 
have the advantage of Birth, and Hereditary Af- 
fluence, in this world, ſo as, to be privileged, 
from the bare letter of the curſe, pronounced 
upon fallen man, and his ity, —that, of

The 1 Impu- 
tation that a well-eſtabliſhed Method of preſerving many ives, is 
an Attempt upon the Prerogative of the Almighty, will make no 
Impreſſion upon any, wha confider that the fame Thing may be- 
urged againſt exhibiting Medicines at all, either ſanative or preven- 
tive, and the extraordinary Methods that are often neceſſary to be 
made uſe of,. to ſtop the Progreſs of any particular Diſeaſe. 


Tus Benefits of InocuLAaTION appear every Year, by freſh- 
Trials, greater and more certain. This dreadful; this deſtructive 
Diſtemper is thereby rendered mild and manageable, and becomes 
rather a Purgation of the Body from the latent Seeds of an ex- 

Diſeaſe, than creating a Diſeaſe itſelf. It delivers People 

thoſe Apprehenſions, with which, till they have bad the 
SMALL-POX, they are always haunted. It them from. 
the ObjeRions, that are continually made to their being received 
into any Family, while they remain expoſed to that DiſcaF in the.

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Natural Way. It gives them Courage to enter into the Service of 
their Country, either by Land or Sea z and protects them, while in 
that Service, from the Riſque of being carried off, for want of 
thoſe Accommodations, which Camps and Ships rarely fupply; 


To all theſe, if we add the general and great Conſideration of 
8 many Lives, which may evidently ariſe from theſe 
different Ways of having the Diſeaſe, (fot upon a general Calca- 
lation, 25 or 30 die out of 150 Patients, having the Diſtemper in 
the Natural Way, and one only out of this Number, when Ix 0+ 
CULATED,) it will appear, that this is a Thing of very high Im- 

tance ;; and that it is not eaſy to name an Undertaking moxe 
audable in itſelf, or more beneficial in its Conſequences, the 
making a Proviſion, that thoſe, who really ſtand in the greateſt 
Need of this Preſervative; and yet from their low, t uſeful

For they may direct their Benefactions to be beſtowed upon ſuch 
Perſons only, as are infected with the Natural SMALL-POX 
or, if they judge the promoting IN0CULAT1ION the more benefi- 
cial, they may confine their Gifes thereto; or, if given without 
any Diſtinction, it will be applied to the general Fund, both for 
Natural SMALL-POX and for INocuLATION. 


To theſe Conſiderations, it is proper to add one Circumſtance, 
which, duly conſidered; cannot but have great Weight wittrall, 
who have any Feeling for their Fellow-Creatures in Diſtreſs ; 
which is, that it is — OSPITAL, in Aid of all other Hoſpi- 
tak, being calculated, by its very Conſtitution, to receive thoſe 
miſteadls — whom the Rules of all other Charities ex- 
preſsly and prudentially exclude. 


As this uſeful and neceſſary Charity loudly calls for further 
Aſſiſtance, may it not be juſtly hoped, that many pious and com-
